"Then the height, 
weight, temperature and pulse are 
taken and the patient is ready for the 
examination. 

"In the examinlngroom the patient 
U given a thorough cheat examination 
and further symptoms and history are 
usually revealed. >Vhen necessary, 
X-ray Is made and most children are 
given the tuberculin test. 

"When the diagnosis Is made tho 
real work of the" Association begins" 
Mrs. NIblack said. "For most of the 
convalescent care muit he givpn in 
the homes because there are only 
twenty beds available, forxtuberculo- 
sls patients at the County Hospital. 
Sometimes the patient Is ordered to 
bed or rest hours aro established. 
The proper diet will b& preAcribod for 
him and regular visits are then made 
to the homo to see if the InBtructlons 
are understood and aro being carried 
out . - '

concluded. "The need tor two clinics 
a month ao. that more people may be 
given this sorvico brings us back to 
the annual Christmas Seal Sale which 
provides the funds for this and other 
phases of our work.

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WHY TURKEY FOR THANKSGIVING 
Thro: limes > ycir, at Thinkigivins, Chr,«m« 
and New Ycar-s the people of the United Sut« «>me- 
how manage and contrive to have turkey whether they 
can or cannot alTord it. 

Why we have or try to have or imagine wc would 
like to have turkey Cor Thanksgiving dinner gocJ way 
back lo the fact that the turkey is strictly an American 
bird and sor>-in8 it at feast of Thanksg^mg is an old 
American custom. 

Some authorities will explain that wc cat turkey on 
Thanksgiving Day because after the first harvest m the 
fall of 162* the Pilgrim fathen at Plymouth srt aside a 
period for feasting and giving thanks. To pro^nde food 
for this feast. Governor Dradlord sent out hunters »ho 
returned with a large supply of game—namely turkey. 
From this circumstance arose the popular association ot 
these birds and ihanksgivng feasts. 

Thus the PUgrims. grateful for a good harvcsr, 
j-ave us the spirit of thanksgiving. 

However, years before the Unding of the Pdsnms 
The Indians of the aboriginal civilization domesticated 
turkeys in the Southwest and fattened them for cere- 
monial feasts, actually getting their birds from the pens 
as we do tod^y. 

Contrary to popular opinion the turkey did not get 
its name from Turke>'-which happened to be a coun- 
try of that name. The fmt turkeys taken from this 
country were handled by Hebrew merchants and sold 
into Spain and since the turkey was often contuwd with 
the European peacock it was natural that these mcr- 
chants applied their word for pcacork to thfc American 
bird which happened to be ^Tukki," which became 
"turkey" in the English language.

And that heat- 
ing plant that is going full blast these first days of wm- 
ter— unless it has Uxn recently inspected and over- 
hauled, it is one of the fire demon's best allies. 

Almost every fire hazard can be eliminated— fur- 
thermore, it can be eliminated quickly, easily and cheap- 
ly. Some of the most dangerous haiards. such as im- 
properly stored intlammablcs and piles of rubbish, can 
be done away with entirely without cost. Doing that 
may save lives and irreplaceable property— is it worth 
the little work that is involved?

ENFORCE THE TRAFFIC LAVS 
Of all the weapons being used to combat motor 
traffic accidents, enforcement is ulrimately the most im- 
portant. This is not to minimize the vital need for 
such primar)* measures as education and engineering, for 
education is a great hope and only through it can wc 
achieve the ideal of selfenforcement. Traffic engineer- 
ing is a fast Jcycloping science which can and does go 
far in reducing the probability of motor accidents 
accidenu caused by faults in street and highway de- 
sign and construction. Nevertheless, until education 
teaches the motorist better habits and a ^jroper respect 
for the added advantages given by traffic engineering 
safety, enforcement must assume the practical leader- 
ship in accident reduction. 

People who arc otherwise law-abiding, deliberately 
break the traffic laws c\Vry day. The result last year 
was 36,000 killed and^close to a million injured. The 
police cannot afford to let down their enforcement ef- 
forts — rather they must intensify themi Probably the 
first requisite for good enforcement is good laws to en- 
force. The truth of this statement is proved by a sur- 
vey made by the National Bureau of Casualty and Sur- 
ety Underwriters. This survey showed that the trend 
in the ratio of motor accident fatalirics to gasoline con- 
sumption increased twenty per cent in six years in a 
group of states having no driver's license laws, while at 
the same time, it decreased twenty-five per cent in 
those states with standard license laws. So long js the 
law itself is lax, not only about licenses but also about 
the whole motor vehicle code, it cannot be surprising 
that the motorist is also lax. 

A second requisite of good enforcement is intelli- 
gent application of the law. All offeoding motorist* 
are not alike, either in their attitude or the degree of 
their offense No police officer has the right to abm,* 
this authority by abusing a motorist where hanhness is 
not called for. The "bawling out" should be saved for 
the extreme offender. The average violator, being the 
averag;; man, is amenable to reason. The policeman
